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BREAD  GRAINS 

European  winter  grain  areas  and  crop  conditions 

The  acreage  sown  to  winter  wheat  in  Germany  for  the  1931  harvest 
has  "been  increased  6.9  per  cent,  according  to  the  official  estimate  as 
cabled  by  Agricultural  AttacheBteere  at  Berlin.     The  winter  acreage  in 
1930  was  3,995,000  acres  and  the  total  acreage  k, 399, 000  acres.     The  win- 
ter rye  acreage  has  been  decreased  9»6  per  cent.     Tile  winter  rye  acreage 
in  1930  was  11,^50,000  acres  and  the  total  11,6^0,000  acres.     The  winter 
grains  in  central  Europe  are  in  fairly  satisfactory  condition  with  rye 
better  than  wheat.     Excessive  moisture,  however,  has  hindered  ranter  work. 
The  weather  in  Prance  is  again  unfavorable  after  a  brief  period  of  im- 
provement.   No  estimate  of  the  winter  wheat  acreage  in  Prance  is  available, 
but  it  is  probably  below  last  year,  Mr.  Steere  states'. 

Wheat  production  in  193Q 

The  1930  wheat  production  as  reported  by  1+1  countries  remains  un- 
changed at  3,0^9,656,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  9»0  per  cent  over  the 
3,3^3,15^,000  bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  in  1929  when  they 
represented  about  9^  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  wheat  crop, 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     See  table,  page  5^. 

The  first  forecase  of  271 , kok, 000  bushels  for  the  1930  wheat  crop 
in  Argentina  is  about  the  sane  as  the  production  in  1927-28  and  12  per 
cent  more  than  the  five-year  average  (1925-1929),  according  to  a  report  of 
the  Argentine  Department  of  Agriculture  dated  December  20,   received  by  the 
foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos 
Aires.     Production  for  1929-30  is  placed  at  162,576,000  bushels.  There 
were  approximately  1,536,000  acres  of  wheat  abandoned  this  year,  leaving 
19,699,000  acres  for  harvest.     The  1929-30  crop  was  harvested  from 
13,591,000  acres.  '  In'  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires  which  produced  about 
50  per  cent  of  Argentine  wheat  in  192-9,  both  the  western  and  southwestern 
sections  promise  a  fair  to  good  crop.      There  is  some  abandonment  in  the 
western  part  of  the  province  on  account  of  hail  and  drought;  also  some 
acreage  being  pastured  where  low  yields  are  in  prospect.    In  Cordoba,  next 
in  importance  as  a  wheat  producing  province,  70  per  cent  of  the  crop  this 
year  is  showing  poor  quality  and  light  weight.     There  was  some  abandonment 
because  of  low  prices  and  poor  yields.     The  wheat  crop  is  satisfactory  in 
Santa  Pe,  there  being  practically  no  abandonment,  and  yields  are  above 
earlier  expectations. 
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Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  l  _  December  27,  1930,  were  8o,6l0,000  bushels  compared  with  33,957,000 
bushels  during  the  same  period  in  1929.     Exports  during  the  week  ended 
December  27  were  1,017,000  bushels  against  1,779,000  bushels  during  the 
week  ended  December  23,  1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on 
December  26,  1930,  were  153,731,000  bushels  compared  with  153,623,000 
bushels  on  December  27,  1929*     Total  receipts  of  wheat  at  Port  William  and 
Port  Arthur,  August  1  -  December  26,  1930,  were  Ilk, 63k, 000  bushels  com- 
pared with  81,259,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  in  1929*  Shipments 
to  December  26  were  116,29^,000  bushels  compared  with  82,101,000  bushels 
in  1929.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  this  season  to  December  26  were  3^,927,000 
bushels  and  shipments  were  23,09^,000  bushels  compared  with  21,928,000 
bushels  and  15,^26,000  bushel?,  respectively,  in  1929. 

European  market  conditions 

European  grain  markets  were  practically  unchanged  on  December  31 
against  a  week  earlier,   states  Mr.  Steere.     The  domestic  wheat  markets  of 
Prance  and  Germany,  however,  are  slightly  firmer.     The  spot  price  of 
domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  was  $1.62  per  bushel  on  December  31  compared  with 
$1.60  on  December  10.    The  spot  price  of  rye  at  Berlin  on  December  jl  was 
$..95  compared  with  $..  <j4  on  December  10.     Grain  pro  curings  in  Russia  up  to 
December  25  were  reported  at  S9  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan,  with  a  con- 
tinued lag  in  the  procurements  of  Ukrainian  wheat. 

Wheat  prices 

During  the  past  week  May  futures  in  the  United  States  markets  have 
continued  -co  be  held  at  about  the  same  levels  as  during  the  past  month, 
fluctuations  having  been  only  fractional.    At  Winnipeg,  Liverpool  and 
Buenos  Aires,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  slight  further  decline  fol- 
lowed by  a  rise.      On  January  5.  May  futures  at  Winnipeg  closed  at  57 
cents  per  bushel,  at  Liverpool  at  63  cents  per  bushel,  and  at  Buenos  Aires 
March  futures  closed  at  52  cents.     With  the  closing  prices  of  the  May 
future  at  Chicago  remaining  at  81  cents  per  bushel,  Liverpool  was  approxi- 
mately 18  cents  per  bushel  lower  and  consequently  Chicago  prices  were 
about  30  to  35  cents  too  high  to  be  upon  an  export  basis.     Cash  prices 
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during  the  week  ending  December  26  averaged  slightly  lower  than  during  the 
previous  week  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  falling  to  J2  cents 
per  bushel,  or  about  one  cent  per  bushel  lower  than  during  the  previous 
week.    At  Kansas  City  No.  2  Hard  Winter,  and  at  Minneapolis  No.  1  Dark 
Northern  Spring  and  No.  2  Amber  Durum  were  all  slightly  lower,  whereas 
No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  was  slightly  higher  than  the  week  previous. 
Both  No.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  and  No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis 
averaged  slightly  lower  during  the  week  ending  January  2  than  during  the 
week  ending  December  26,  the  average  for  No.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City 
being  69  cents  per  bushel,  and  for  No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  81  cents 
per  bushel.     See  table,  page  55«

The  1930  rye  production  as  reported  by  23  European  countries 
remains  unchanged  at  919,2*45,000  bushels  compared  with  9UU, 80k, 000 
bushels  in  1929»    See  table,  page  5H, 

■  PEED  GRAINS 

Cora 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  17  countries  so  far  reported,  which 
last  year  raised  nearly  79  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  exclusive 
of  Russia,  amounts  to  2,738,777,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  20  per 
cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries  last  year.     The  earlier  esti- 
mate of  the  Mexican  crop  has  been  reduced  to  a  figure  12.6  per  cent  below 
the  production  of  1929.     The  harvest  this  year  for  both  the  North  American 
and  the  European  countries  as  a  whole  is  slightly  less  than  80  per  cent 
of  the  preceding  year's.     See  corn  production  table,  page  56. 

There  was  a  reaction  to  nearly  normal  temperatures  in  Argentina 
during  the  week  ended  December- 29,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau.     The  mean  temperattire  for  the  corn  zone  was  1    above  normal,  while 
the  precipitation  was  deficient,  only  0.6  inch  being  reported*  Reports 
from  "The  Times  of  Argentina"  indicate  that  the  area  sown  to  corn  this 
year  is  about  the  some  as  that  of  last  year. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  total  ^7, 126,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  28.8  per  cent' 
over  the  shipments  during  the  some  periods  of  the  preceding  year.  United 
States  exports  during  the  week  ended  December  27were  negligible, 
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while  Argentine  shipments  continued  close  to  5,000,000  bushels,  the  same 
as  for  several  weeks  past..  .  See  corn  trade  table,  page  58. 

There  was  some  decline  in  United. .States  corn  prices  during  the  week 
ended  December  26..       Buenos  Aires  quotations  .  declined  slightly.,  being  less 
than  half  the  corresponding  prices  during  December;,  1929-.     See  corn  price  table, 
page.  56.   "The  corn  market  in  western  Europe  was  reported  as  dull  during  the 
middle  of  December,  and  quotations  had  declined  considerably  both  for  immediate 
and  for  future  delivery.'       ',  ..... 

Mill  grindings  of  corn  in  Canada  during  the  four  months-  August  - 
November,  1330,  totaled  746,000  hushe Is  compared  with  912,000  bushels  during 
those  four  months  of  1929.    Mill  production  of  corn' flour  and  meal,  August  - 
November,  1930,  amounted  to  7,399,-000  pounds  against  8,522,000  pounds  during 
August  -  November,  1929. 

Barley  -  . 

The  area  sown  to  winter  barley  in  'Germany  shows  en  increase  of  1,6 
per  cent  over  a  year  ago.    The  1930  barley  production  in  38  countries  so 
far  reported,  which  in  1929  raised  nearly  86  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world 
total,  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts,  to  1,427,151,000  bushels,  a 
decrease  of  4.6  per  cent  from  the  production  of  those  countries  last  year. 
The  first  estimate  of  the  barley  crop  in  Argentina  for  1930-31  shows  an 
increase  of  23  per  cent  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  is  the  largest 
crop  on  record  there.     Small  increases  in  the  previous    estimates  for  the 
1930  production  in  England  and  Wales  and  Estonia  have  raised  the  European 
total  to  726,510,000  bushels,  11  per  cent  below  the  production  of  1929,  In 
Syria  and  Lebanon  the'  earlier  production  estimate  was  reduced  somewhat. 
See  barley  production  table,  pat,e  5  7. 

Exports  of 'barley  from  the  United  States',  Canada,  Argentina.,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  54,220,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  24.6  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same 
periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States  -barley  exports  during  the 
week  ended  December  27  were  the  largest  since  the  beginning  of  October, 
while  prices  remained  at  about  the  same  level.     The  barley  market  in  western 
Europe  was  reported  as  dull  during  the  middle  of  December,  with  future  quota- 
tions higher  than  those  for  immediate  delivery.     See  barley  trade  and 
price  tables,  pages  56  and  58. 

Mill  production  of  barley  in  Canada  during  the  four  months  August  - 
Ubvemberj  1930,  'totaled  433,000  bushels  compared  with  322,000  bushels  dur- 
ing those  four  months  of  1929.     Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western 
Grain  Inspection  Division  on  December  26  amounted  to  20,343,000  bushels 
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compared  with  23,287,000  "bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year.     Receipts  of 
barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1  -  December  25,, 
amounted  to  11,773,000  bushels  compared  with  14,071,000  bushels  during 
that  period  of  1929.     Shipments  of  barley  from  those  ports  totaled 
11,494,000  bushels  against  only  4,353,000  bushels  during  that  period  of 
the  preceding  year. 

Oats 

The  1930  production  of  oats  in  the  33  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  in  1929  raised  more  than  96  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total, 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  3,569,534,000  bushels,  a  decrease 
of  more  than  2  per  cent  from  the  production  in  those  countries  last  year. 
The  first  estimate  of  the  1930-31  oats  crop  in  Argentina  is  slightly 
above  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  is  the  largest  harvest  since  that  of 
1925-26.      There  have  been  slight  increases  in  the  earlier  estimates  of  the 
1930  oats  crop  in  England  and  Wales,  Hungary,  and  Estonia,  and  a  small 
decrease  in  the  estimate  for  Finland.     The  production  in  the  European 
countries  as  a  whole  now  stands  at  a,  little  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the 
1929  harvest o      See  oats  production  table,  page  57. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to 
22,463,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  45.1  per  cent  over  the  shipments  ^during 
the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     There  continued  to  be  practically 
no  exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  December  27, 
while  prices  continued  at  about  the  same  level.     See  tables  showing  oats 
trade  and  prices,  pages  56  and  58. 

Mill  grindings  of  oats  in  Canada  during  the  four  months,  August  ~ 
November,  totaled  4,131,000  bushels,  compared  with  4,140,000  bushels  during 
the  same  four  months  of  1929.    Mill  production  of  oatmeal  and  rolled  oats, 
August  -  November,  1930,  amounted  to  55,229,000  pounds  against  51,581  ,000 
pounds  during  August  -  November,  1929.    Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the 
Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  on  December  26  amounted  to  10,631,000 
bushels  compared  with  15,437,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1929. 

Receipts  of  oats  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver,  August  1 
-  December  28,  amounted  to  7,842,000  bushels  compared  with  2,602,000  bushels 
during  that  period  of  the  preceding  year.     Shipments  of  oats  from  those 
ports  totaled  8,370,000  bushels  against  5,798,000  bushels  in  1929. 
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COTTON 

World  crop  of  1950-31  larger  than  in  1929-30 

The  world  cotton  crop  for  the  season  "beginning  August  1,  1930  is 
estimated  to  be  26,400,000  bales  of  473  pounds  net.     This  is  an  increase 
of  100,000  bales  over  last  season's  estimate  of  26,300,000  bales  and 
only. .2, 000,000  bales  less  than  in  1926,  the  largest  crop  on  record,  when 
the  estimated  total  was  28,400,000.     Changes  in  the  American  crop  account  1 
largely  for  changes  in  the  total  world  production  of  cotton. 

In  the  United  States  and  twelve  foreign  countries  for  which  statis- 
tics on  production  are  available  for  the  1930-31  season  the  crop  totals 
22,434,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net  compared  with  22,835,000  bales  for  last 
season.     The  estimate  of  the  Indian  crop  is  that  for  December  1,  and  is 
incomplete.    The  revised  figures  of  the  first  estimate  for  last  season 
was  3,910,000  bales,  and  this  was  89  per  cent  of  the  final  estimate.  The 
crop  in  Russia  is  the  largest  on  record,  an  increase  of  599^000  bales 
over  last  season's  crop  and  813,000  bales  mere  than  the  1928-29  crop.  In 
Egypt  there  is  a  slight  decrease  this  season  under  last  season,  though 
the  present  crop  is  25,000  bales  larger  than  the  1928-29  crop.     Kb  figures 
are  available  for  China,  but  according  to  cables  received  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Nylms,  the  prospects  are  for  a  larger  crop  on  the  whole, 
although  in  some  section  the  crop  is  lower  than  last  year.     In  Brazil  the 
prospects  are  for  a  smaller  crop,  according  to  advice  received  from  the 
American  Consul  at  Pernambucc3. 

The  total  acreage  planted  is  estimated  to  be  82,300,000  acres  for 
all  countries,  excluding  China,  an  increase  of  "400,000  acres  over  last 
seas  on ls  acreage.     The  third  estimate  of  22,964,000  acres  for  the  Indian 
crop  is  the  acreage  planted  to  Dec ember  1,  and  is  incomplete.    At  the 
same  date  last  year  the  estimate  was  23,536,000  acres.    During  the  past 
twenty  years  the  third  estimate  has  ranged  from  90.5  per  cent  to  101.5 
per  cent  of  the  final  estimate.     The  other  principal  producing  countries, 
except  Mexico,  show  increases  in  acreages •    See  acreage  and  production 
table,  page  53. 


SUGAR 

Mikusch  raises  1950-51  world  estimate  above • 1929-50 

Dr.  Gustav  Mikusch  of  Vienna  estimates  the  1930-31  world  sugar  crop 
at  32,757,000  short  tons  which  is  an  increase  of  4i.4.per  cent  over  his 
estimate  of  31,371,000  short  tons  for  the  1928 -30  crop.    The  figure  for 
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the  current  season,  however.,  may  be  increased  "by  an  additional  million 
and  a  half  short  tons  depending  on  whether  or  not  any  restrictions  are 
placed  on  the  size  of  the  Cuban  sugar  crop. 

On  the  supposition  that  the  Cuban  sugar  production  will  be  restricted, 
Dre  Milusch  places  the  crop  at  3,998,000  short  tons  but  states  that  without 
restrictions  the  crop  will  probably  reach  5,512,000  short  tons  as  compared 
with  5,232,000  short  tons  produced  in  1329-30.     Including  the  smaller 
figure  for  production  in  Cuba  the  world  cane  sugar  crop  shows  a  decrease 
of  5.9  per  cent  from  last  year,  being  estimated  at  19,346,000  short  tons 
as  compared  with  21,035,000  short  tons  in  1929-30.     The  world  beet  sugar 
crop,  including  Russia,  is  estimated  at  12,911,000  short  tons  which  is  an 
increase  of  25.5  per  cent  over  last  season.     Decreases  from  last  season 
occur  in  all  cane  sugar  producing  countries  with  a  few  exceptions,  among 
these  are  Java,  with  a  crop  64,000  short  tons  a.bove  last  year,  and  India, 
where  the  current  season's  crou  is  215,000  short  tons  above  last  year. 

Beet  sugar  production  in  Europe,  including  Russia,  is  estimated  at 
11,503,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  3,075,000  short  tons  in  1929-30, 
according  to  Dr.  Mikusch's  estimate;  excluding  Russia,  the  crop  is  placed 
at  9,293,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  8,060,000  short  tons  reported 
for  1929-30.     Germany,  Chechoslovakia,,  France  and  the  United  Kingdom 
account  for  most  of  this  increase.     The  world  sugar  production,  as  estimated 
by  Dr.  Mikusch  is  summarized  on  page  53. 


OILS  A1ID  OILSEEDS 

Acreage  of  flax,  rape  seed  and  mustard  seed  in  India 

The  first  official  rcnort  of  the  area  sown  to  flaxseed  in  India  for 
the  crop  season  1930-31  is  2,177,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  to  the 
Eoreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  estimate  is  ahout  3  per  cent  less 
than  the  first  report  of  last  season's  acreage,  and  22  per  cent  "below  the 
final  estimate  of  2,301,000  acres  for  the  season  1329-30.     The  area  seeded 
to  flax  has  declined  steadily  since  the  season  1923-24. 

The  area  under  mustard  and  rapeseed  is  estimated  at  3,241,000  acres, 
according  to  the  first  report  for  the  1930-31  season  compared  with  3,372,000 
acres  in  the  corresponding  report  last  season  or  a  decrease  of  131,000  acres. 
The  final  estimate  for  last  season's  acreage  was  5,840,000  acres.     See  table, 
page  54. 
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FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

B  r  i  1 1  sh  suvsme  r  or  an  ge  season  of  1330 

The  salient  feature  of  the  last  summer  orange  season  (May  to  Novem- 
ber, 1030)  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  the  large  quantity  of  oranges  received 
from  South  .Africa,  according  to  the  Empire  Marketing  Board.     During  this 
seven  months'  period  1 , 734, 000  boxes  (70  pound  basis)  were  imported  from 
South  Africa,  which  is  about  double  the  former  record.     Imports  from 
South  America  (Brazil  and  Argentina)  amounted  to  552,000  boxes  against 
453,000  last  year.     Imports  from  the  United  States  only  amounted  to  42,000 
boxes  compered  with  1,413,000  boxes  in  1323.     Spanish  oranges  offered  more 
competition  early  in  season  than  last  year. 

Except  in  July,  wholesale  prices  were  generally  on  a  higher  level 
than  last  year,  but  not  as  high  as  those  ruling  in  1328.     September  was 
the  peak  month  during  which  supplies  wore  short.    Jo 11 owing  the  peak  prices 
in  September,  there  was  a  rather  sharp  decline  followed  by  a  recovery 
at  the  beginning  of  October  with  a  gradual  rise  to  the  end  of  the  season.

World  hog  and  perk  prospects 

Heavy  European  supplies  continue  to  dominate  the  leading  foreign 
markets  for  American  cured  pork  products,  according  to  information  available 
in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  United  States  export  movement 
in  November  was  somewhat  larger  then  in  October,  but  the  quantities  involved 
were  much  below  those  of  a  ~-ear  ago.    Banish  bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain 
are  still  at  record  levels  and  production  in' other  Continental  countries  is 
heavy.    There  were  material  declines  in  European  cured  pork  prices  during 
December.     In  lard  also,  American  exports  were  up  slightly  in  November,  but 
under  a  year  ago,  and  prices  have  declined  at  home  and  abroad.     Great  3ritain 
continues  to  import  fair  quantities  of  American  lard,  but  imports  into 
Germany  have  declined  as  domestic  slaughter  expanded. 

In  both  America'    and  Europe  the  price  of  hogs  declined  during 
December,  averaging  considerably  lower  than  in  December,  1323,  although  in 
the  United  States  market  supplies  were  lighter  than  a  year  earlier.    On  both 
sides  of  the  ocean,  however,   there  were  material  declines  in  feed  prices. 
Indications  are  that,  in  view  of  the  relatively  favorable  European  feed  situa- 
tion, the  fall  in  hog  prices  may  "lot  chock  hog  production  to  the  extent  which 
ordinarily  might  be  expected.    The  feed  situation  in  Germany  is  aided  by  a 
large  potato  selling  crop  at  unusually  low  prices.    A  decrease  of  1  -^cr  cent 
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in  the  number  of  fall  pigs  in  the  United  States,  compared  with  a  year 
earlier,  was  shown  by  the  December  pig  survey  of  the  Department  of  Agri-  ; 
culture,     In  Germany,  the  December  pig  census  showed  a  17  per  cent  increase 
in  pig  numbers  over  those  of  a  year  earlier.     See  release  HP-14,  January  7,

Revisions  completed  in  Argentine  1930  livestock  census 

Latest  advices  place  1930  cattle  figures  in  Argentina  24,5  per  cent 
above  1914  numbers,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at.  Buenos 
Aires,  transmitting  revisions  of  the  figures  published  on  pages  473  and  503 
of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  for  October  5,  1930.    The  new  figure  is  a 
slight  increase,  over  the  preliminary  returns  of  the  1930  census.  Sheep 
are  placed  2.7  per  cent  above  the  pre-war  level,  another  'revision  upward. 
Hogs,  however,  have  been  revised  downward  to'  a  point  29.9  per  cent  above 
1914  figures.     Horses  now  number  9,858,000,  an  increase  of  18.4  per  cent 
over  1914,  and  an  advance  of  4.5  per  cent  over  1922,     See  table,  page  59,

the  week  ended  January  3,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  Edwards.    Merino  tops  are 
going  steadily  into  consumption  while  crossbreds  are  neglected.  Conditions 
in  the  spinning  section. are  similar- to  those  in  the  combing  section,  with 
crossbreds  receiving  little  attention.     There  has  been  some  improvement  in 
the  inquiry  for  piece    goods  for  home  account,  but  the  lack  of  bulk  orders 
from  abroad  is  an  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  present  situation. 


-DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

But  tor  .prices  advance  in  European  markets  . 

Farther  advances. in  butter  prices  were  general  in  the  chief  butter 
markets  of  Europe  during  the  week  ended  January  1.    The  Copenhagen  quotation 
was  unchanged  from  the  previous  week. at  the  equivalent  of  27.7  cents  but 
London  prices  even  on  Danish  advanced.     On  Danish  the  advance  was  slight, 
from  30.2  to  30.8  cents,.     On  New  Zealand  salted  quotations  on  January  1 
ranged  from  25.2  to  26,1  cents  per  pound  with  the  average  of  the  range  more 
than  1  cent  above  that  of  the  previous'  week.     Domestic  prices  have  declined 
so  sharply  during- the  past  month  as  to  leave  the  margin  of  domestic  over 
foreign  prices  the  narrowest  in  months.     The  New  York  quotation  on  92  score 
on  January  2  was  28,5  cents  or  less  than  1  cent  over  Copenhagen  and  only  3 
cents  over  New  Zealand  in  London*    Domestic  and  foreign  prices  are  now  about 
equally  depressed  as  compared  with  prices  of  a  year  ago,,,    See  orice  table,  page

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CHINA  RAISES  SOME  AGRICULTURAL  TARIFFS 

Increased  import  duties  on  leaf  tobacco  and  cigarettes  become 
effective  in  China  on  January  1,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai. 
Higher  rates  also  apply  to  fresh  and-,  canned  fruit,  raisin's  and  evaporated 
and  condensed  milk*    Cereals  and  flour,  however,  remain  on  the  free  list. 
There  was  no  change  in  the  rate  on  raw  cotton,  which  is  .63  cents  per  pound 

The  new  rates  on  tobacco  are  levied  on  the  "basis  of  the  value  of 
the  various  grades  of  leaf  and  appear  to  favor  low  priced  leaf  somewhat. 
In  cigarettes  the  new  duties  further  handicap  products  manufactured  abroad, 
the  imports  of  which  have  already  declined  as  a  result  of  domestic  compe- 
tition.   On  leaf  tobacco  valued  at  over  31.5  -cents  per  pound,  the  duty 
remains  at  4.2  cents  per  pound.    For  leaf  valued  from  10.5  cents  to  31.5 
cents  per  pound,  the  new  rate  is  2.07  cents.     Leaf  valued  under  10*5  cents 
per  pound  will  now  pay  .67  cent-  per  pound.     In  the  old  schedule,  leaf 
tobacco  of  all  values  up  to  31.5  cents  paid  a  flat  rate  of  1.57  cents 
per  pound,     The  new  rates  on  cigarettes  vary  and  are  equivalent  to  ad  valorem 
rates  of  about  47  to  59  per  cent.    The  previous  rates  mere  equivalent  to 
7.5  per  cent  ad  valorem,  but  the  goods  were  subject  also  to  excise  taxes 
of  20  to  25  per  cent.    The  excise  tax  has  been  eliminated. 

On  fruit  the  new  rates,  together  with  the  old  ones  in  parenthesis, 
are  as  follows:  apples,  .78  cent,  per  pound  («52);  oranges,  ,78  cent'' 
per  pound  (.43) 5  canned  fruit,  2*31  cents  per  pound  (1,15);  lemons, ,$3.48 
per  1,000  ($2.38),

During  the  month  of  November,  United  States'/exports  of  agricultural, 
products  registered  another  decline,  the  index  as  based  on  44  of  the  princi- 
pal farm  products  amounting  to  126  which  was  lower  than  for  any  November  since 
1921.    When  cotton  is  excluded,  the  decline  was  oven  more  pronounced,  the 
index  amounting  to  116  as  compared  with  172  and  147  in  November  of  1928  and 
1929,  respectively.
